(the hospital). A Secret Service man caught him with an A 
uppercut, slammed him back against the vail and he slovly 
slid to the floor unconscious* A second later, still dazed,”. - 
he reached for his vallet and stated, " Tve got to call HOOVES" 
h® said, flashing his FBI credentials. _
